DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restriction 



1 . Newly submitted claims 34-39 and 56-61 are directed to an invention that is independent 
or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: Independent claims 
34 and 56 are drawn to a separate invention which was previously claimed as a subcombination 
in the original patent. The original claims are drawn to an extension accessory apparatus 
including an adapter, whereas new claims 34 and 56 read on a basic cordless phone. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 34-39 and 56-61 are withdrawn from consideration as being 
directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 



Defective Reissure Oath/Declaration 



It does not state that the person making the oath or declaration believes the named 
inventor or inventors to be the original and first inventor or inventors of the subject 
matter which is claimed and for which a patent is sought.

Cornforth et al., US Patent Number 5,276,91 8, discloses a mobile radio telephone with 
booster unit. 

Oguchi et al., US Patent Number 5,335,262, discloses a radio communication adapter 
connected to mobile station and mobile communication system using the radio communication 
adapter. 
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Massa, US Patent Number 5,422,934 discloses a cordless range extension accessory 
apparatus for radio telephones.
